Secrecy Slows 
Development 
Says Scientist 


Washington, June 2V — (UP) — 


Dr. Karl T. Compton, the govern- 
ment's top scientist, said today that 
excessive concern with secrecy has 
slowed development of new weap- 
ons and hurt national security. 


Complon. chairman of the 
na- 


tional research and 
development 


board, said secrecy has become 
confused with security "to an aston- 
ishing degree" in the public and 
even in the military mind. Actual- 
ly, he said, security depends 
far 


more importantly upon rapid sci< 
entific advance which requires as 
little secrecy as possible. 


Compton's views were expressed 


in a speech prepared for delivery 
at ceremonies dedicating new re-

ministration leaders today await- 
ed a White House decision on strat- 
egy for getting an 
arms-for-Eu- 


rope program 
through 
congress 


without risking the fate of the At- 
lantic pact. 


Some lawmakers said they ex- 


pected the signal to come from 
President Truman during his con- 
ference today with house and sen- 
ale leaders. 


The administration wants swift 


action 
on both the 
pact, which 
has little opposition, ,and the arms 
program, which has plenty. In this 
situation, officials expressed fear 
that il the plan to rearm western 
European and other nations pre- 
sented too soon it might hurt the 
chances of the Atlantic treaty. 


The pact must be ratified by the 


senate alone; both houses must 
approve the related arms program. 


It was disclosed that the admin- 


istration wants to set up a $100,000,- 
000 revolving credit under the pro- 
gram to help Latin American coun- 
tries buy military 
equipment 
in 


this country. 


The credit would be used strict- 


ly for advance financing of Latin 
American orders.' Unlike the re- 
mainder of the arms program, it 
would not be used 
for 
outright 


grants of military assistance 
to 


countries receiving American back- 
ing to enable them to resist Com- 
munist pressures. 


Lation American countries could 


order such equipment through the 
United States national defense es- 
tablishment.

Washington, June 27 — (IP) —Sen- 
tor Flanders (R-Vt) said today he 
vill ask congress to 
forbid 
use 


f the atomic bomb except as a 
veapon of "retaliation." 


Flanders said the bomb, like bi- 
jlogical warfare and poison gas, 
is not properly a military device" 
but "rather amends for the mass 
murder of citizens." 


He announced to a news confer- 
ncc that he has drafted a rcsolu- 
ion for the senat and house which 
vould state as a national policy 
hat the United States will "not 
m p 1 o y the atomic bomb as a 
veapon of warfare," but — 


"Until satisfactory means of con- 
rol are agreed upon and put into 
complete effect through the United 
Rations the armed 
services 
of 
his nation are directed to prepare 
bcmselves and to hold themselves 
n radiness to retaliate with over- 
whelming force against ny nation 
vhich intiates the military use of 
atomic energy." 


Flanders said the resolution has 
'our major purposes: 


1. Make it unnecessary to wait 


!or the convening of congress and 
the declaration of war in case an 
atomic bomb is dropped on this 
country. Flanders says congress by 
approval of the resolution would 
call in advance for instant repris- 
als. 


2. Set up a national policy for 


the guidance of the armed serv- 
ices. He explained that the reso- 
lution would tell the military not 
to organize on the basis that the 
atomic bomb is to be used as a 
primary instrument in warfare, b'ut 
rather that it is to be used only 
for reprisal. 


3. Give reassurance to the peo 
pie behind the iron curtain as to 
our purpose and plans as far as 
the atomic 
bomb 
is 
concernec 
should we be drawn into a war 
with their governments. 


4. Give a new impetus to en- 
deavors to reach an agreement in 
the United Nations on the use and 
control 'of atomic energy.

Britain's Devaluation of 
the Pound Sterling Brings 
Concern From All Sides 


By DeWITT MacKENZIE 
AP Foreign Affairs Analyst 
It's not surprising that Britain's 


economic crisis should have given 
rise to discussion on both sides of 
the Atlantic jas to whether deval- 
uation of the pound sterling would 
ease the situation. 


Under England's managed (con- 
trolled) currency the pound now 
pegged at about $4.03. It also has 
a fixed value in relation to the cur- 
rencies of other 
countries. 
The 


point in lowering the value of the 
pound would be to encourage for- 
eigners to increase their purchases 
in Britain. 


It works like this: Say the value 


of the pound in U. S. money were 
reduced from $4.03 to $3.03. Then 
obviously the American would save 
a dollar on every one pound trans- 
action he made, whether itbe for 
a pair of gloves or for food. That 
would be a drawing card for tur- 
ists and likely would increase ex- 
perts. . 


However, this would cut two 


ways for England. While she would 
be selling more goods, she would 
have to. pay more for necessary 
imports, say from America, with 
her devalued pound.

might more than offset her gain in 
sales. 


So Britain thus far has turned 


thumbs down on any idea of de- 
valuation. Apart from other con- 
siderations the psychological effect 
of such a drastic move might be 
shockingly bad both at home and 
abroad. After all, the value of the 
pound is John Bull's 
badge 
of 


solvency — the symbol of his abil- 
ity to meet his obligations. 


Back in 1931, during the great 


depression, England faced another 
crisis which forced her in effect 
to devalue the pound, and she did 
it by the sensational move of going 
off the gold standard — long her 
financial Rock of Gibraltar. That 
was on September 21, the 
mem- 


orable day on which the whole fi- 
nancial world was shaken. 


For many hours after the unex- 
pected announcement the suspense 
in Britain and abroad was terrific. 
What woud grow out of this dar- 
ing move? Was it constructive or 
destructive? Governments and big 
business the globe around were in 
a cold sweat, while they waited for 
some sign of the trend. 


It was my fortune to be Asso- 


ciated Press chief of bureau 
in 


London at time and I decided to 
consult the American ambassador, 
General .Charles G. 
(Hell 
and 


Maria) Dawcs, former vice-presi- 
dent and one of the world's .finan- 
cial experts. I found him in con- 
ference with the late Thomas Coch- 
ran, a partner in the banking firm 
of J. P. Morgan. The general in- 
vited me "to get in on this," and 
I did. After a bit Cochran turned 
to me and said: 


"You ought to go down and get 


an interview with Morgan about the 
gold standard." (Mr. Morgan then 
was in London, with headquarters 
in the Morgan bank). 


Now one of the iron-clad rules of 
J. P. Morgan (as it had been of 
his famous father) was never to 
give interviews to the 
press.

knew there wasn't a hope on earth 
for me if I went 
down 
"on my 
own" and tried to see the great 
man. However, I had a sudden 
brain wave, and said to Cochran: 


"Me, and how many more like 


me? You know perfectly well that 
Mr. Morgan never gives interviews 
and that neither I nor anybory 
else could persuade him to do so."
